BAY CITY BIOGRAPHY ‘GAUDY CENTURY" 
RECORDS ERA OF ROBUST JOURNALISM | 


Authored by veterans newsman 
John Bruce, ‘‘Gaudy Century” is 
the story of San Francisco’s one 
hundred years of robust journalism. 

It was in San Francisco that 
editors wrote their own histories 
with derringer and barbed pen, 
and recorded the days of the great 
gold rush and the era of the vigi- 
lantes. Here young William Ran- 
dolph Hearst started his publish- 
ing empire and the deYoung broth- 
ers founded a fortune and a great 
newspaper on a twenty dollar gold 
piece. 

Through the pages of “Gaudy 
Century” beats the throb of the 
roaring excitement that marked 
the progress of American journal- 
ism after 1848. Newspapers flour- 
ished and died, and out of the West 
came writers Mark Twain, Am- 


brose Bierce, Joaquin Miller, Ed- 
win Markham, Bret Hart, Rudyard 
Kipling, Jack London, Gertrude 
Atherton, Fremont Older, and car- 
toonists Bud Fisher, Thomas Nast, 
and Rube Goldberg. 


The book is written with pene- 
trating insight into what has been 
called the “second oldest profes- 
sion,’ by a man who got his start 
in the newspaper business by car- 
rying a route during the days of 
San Francisco’s famous graft 
trials. John Bruce worked inti- 
mately with the crusading Older 
and today holds down the city 
editor’s desk on the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 


“Gaudy Century” is a must for 
anyone interested in newspapers, 
journalism, or Californiana.

Edited by sophomore journalism 
major Bill Shands, the four page 
tabloid is considered one of the 
best junior college papers in the 
nation, and has consistently won 
top honors since 1931.

Composing and printing of the 
paper is handled by Joe Pika of 
South Main Printers, while M & W

and Oliver and Loving Photo Stud- 
ios the engraving. 

Printed By Pika 

Pika, who has been in the press 
and ink racket since he was fif- 
teen, formerly was editor and pub- 
lisher of the Silverado Canyon 
“Hitching Post,” a weekly paper 
that covered the accomplishments, 
more or less, of the people residing 
in the Silverado area. Pika was also 
the fellow who “reprinted last 
week’s front page by popular de- 
mand” when he became hard press- 
ed for copy after taking a short 
vacation. Yes, he’s the same one 
who got a five column, eight inch 
cut of Chinese writing characters 
and ran it under the head “‘Chinese 
Weather Report” with the explana- 
tory sentence “‘to damn hot to set 
type” beneath the horrendous look- 
ing creation. 

But the pride and joy of both 
printer and editors is the five-ton 
Scott cylinder printing press that 
rolls out the El Don every other 
week. 

Screeching- Monster 


Although reportedly with a ca- 
pacity of 900 papers an hour, the 
rumbling, screeching monster takes 
more than careful handling, ad- 
justing and coaxing to produce 
600 copies of “El Don” during the 
three hour press runs.
